THRILLING INCIDENT. 

A Boy Carried up by a. Bopo Rantrlner 
from a Ballobu. 

ToRTI.AM), .Sejit. !). — A vei-y exciting 
and thrilling incident oecurreil hero this 
evening. Prof, P. H. Redmond, an 
.erumiut, was to make an ascension this 
evening in a hot-air balloon. Just as 
the largo air-ship sailed away skyward, 
a hid aged 12 years, named Hddio Hall, 
became eutaugled in the ropes attached 
to the trapeze. His neck got caught in 
a half-noose, and the boy could not pos- 
sibly extricate hiin.self. Do clung dos- 
pei-ately to the ropes with holh liands, 
and by winding them around both arms 
managed to save himsidf from fulling 
and from choking to death. The ballqon 
10 ,e over I ,()(KI reel, and drifted several ' 
miles away to the soul lie,-ist. 

The air-ship was seven minutes in tlio 
air. It came down light as a feathor, 
ami the ladcame down without asciatch. 
'I'he boy was friglitoiied nearly to death, 
but soon reeovcrod after tindilig himself 
safely on earth again. 

Prof. Redmond did not go up al nil; 
if iie had his weight would liave choked 
the boy to death. When hn saw how 
tin- lad was caught, lie let go the ropes 
and remained on tho ground. Ihe 
ascension was witnessed by over 6,0(X) 
people. Great excitement prevailed diu'. 
ing the time the balloon was in the air.

AMEMOAN NATIONS. 

A Congress of Aniorieaii nutioini ia to 
lie held ono of those days in Washing- 
ton. Its olijecl ia to facilitate iioiiimor- 
eiiil iiilercourao between tho nutiouB of 
the Ainerioan continent — Canada, of 
course, excoptcd, as it ia part of the 
lirilisli nation. Free competition doe.i 
nol suit our American neighbors. Un- 
der il they do not come oil' ovcu .sceoiul 
best. The aggregate foreign trade of 
the Central and .South American .States 
ia estimated at $1,200,000,000, The 
United States, although it possesses 
many advantages, has not been able lo 
seeui-e quite oiie-liftli of lliia trade, 
wliile (ileal I'.ritain gets nearly one-half 
of it. This inei|iiality does not suit the 
Americans at all, and they arc hound to 
devise ways and means to got u bigger 
share of it than they now enjoy. Trad- 
ing on equal terms iu an open luarkct iw 
not what they want. They inlenil to 
endeavor lo get by negolialioii favors iu 
the Conlral and .South Amei-ieaii mar- 
kets which are denied to mc.i of otiicr 
nations. But they will 6nd the task 
not a very easy ono. Tho American 
system is not favorable to foreign Irude. 
Americans nro liberal sc'IlerH, hut llu-y 
are poor Iniyers. Now the South 
Anierieaii is as eaner to .sell aa the 
Yankee, ami he naturally likes to deal 
with the nation which buys most freely 
from him. Great Britain is a generous 
l)iiyor, and consequently she gels the 
biggest aliare of the trade. 

The dillieulties which tho United 
•States meets w ith iu dealing with the 
indepeudent nations south of it is cxcm- 
plilied by u little trade dilllculty which 
has lately ariaen between it and .Mexico. 
The Ainericaii (ioveriiiiieiit, as our 
readers know, has imposed a duty on 
the lead contained in the silver ore im- 
ported from foreign L:ouiitrie3. The 
.Mexicans, it seems, send a good deal of 
silver ore to the United States, und 
they feel tho American duty to bo dis- 
couraging to the silver-iiiiiiiiig industry 
"of their c<junli-y. So they have had re- 
course to the sinqile and aueient policy 
iif tit for I. a. "If you tax our lead, we 
will lax your live stock," .say the Jlexi- 
eans, and their government is disposed 
to carry the threat into exoontion. A 
duty of $'2 a head is imposed 011 horses 
imported from the United .Stntea, 35 
uents a head on sheep, u cents 
a head on kids, $'.2 'J."i a head 
on hogs, .S,'i each on horned cattle, 
$'2 each on mules and assos, and 
on meat of nil kinds 10 cents per 
kiloL;i-am. This ordinance takes efl'ect 
in Xoveiiiliei- iiexl. It is just possible 
lliat iu trying lo got even with the 
.■\ iiiericaiiH for taxing their lead the .Mu>c- 
icaus will punish llieni.selvca by rcatriet- 
iiig the cattle and dead meat trado with 
the States. But they do not seem to 
have thought of that. 

Dillieulties like this w-ill be likely to 
ari-ic between the United Slates and 
Il her .-Xmerican republics and tlicir ou- 
ciii rence w ill make it bard for the Am- 
erican politicians to convince them that 
it will be to their interest; to grant to the 
United .States favors Mliich tliey deny 
to other nations. A fair Held and no 
favor is what (ireat lirituiu a.sks, of 
these i-eimblics, and the United .States 
will find it not so easy to make an ar- 
rangement with them in -which favors 
will be required without a fair field be- 
ing extended.

Thu determination of the white 
men of Iho South not to allow their nogro 
ueiglibors tlio political weight and tn- 
lluonco that they are, as free oitizens, 
entitled to, is not calculated to allay bad 
feeling or to make peaceful relations 
between the races iici iiiaiiciit. If the 
.sciential Hill turned Ida altcutiun to 
thi^ South ho would find something more 
important and moro practical on which 
to exercise his giant intellect than 
building up a theory with regard to the 
relations that will, in the dim anil dis- 
tiint future, exist liet ween Caiiadii iiiul 
the United States. The sohilion of the 
race ])robleiii reqiiirca all the •wisdom 
and all the patriiitiam possessed by 
Aiiiericaii citizens Iforth and Soutlu 



A DIFFICULT PROBLEM. 

The race difficulty in the United 
States is becoming more and more seri- 
ous. It is a practical difficulty which 

the citizens of the .Southern .States in 
the lirst place, and those of the whole 
republic ultimately, will have to deal 
with. The whites of the Southern 
.States of both parties are determined 
not to submit to negro supremacy. They 
say that the negroes of tho.se States are 
not lit to lake the pin t lliiit their num. 
bcis warrant in llic gm-eMiiiieiit of a civ- 
ilized eomnlunity. Inslaiieea are given 
of negro ma joritiea having brought nour- 
ishing municipalities to bankruptcy. 
They contend that if a free vote and a 
fair count obtained in those States they 
ivonld ill a few years la])se into liarhar- 
1 .111 that the cimntiy wmild not lie 11 
lit one for a white man to live in. This 
is not the talk of the row<ly class nf pnl 
iliciiuis who are determined to gel pow - 
er and to keep power, no mutter what 
ihe eonuequonccs may he; but it is the 
conclusion to which retlectiiig, inodeniti; 
men hiivo cmiie -men who desire aho\-e 
all thiuga the welfare of tin; country. 

Harper's Weekly, which is one of the 
most moderate newspapers puliliahed iu 
the United States, is almost in despair 
when it conteinplufes tlie state of 
tilings tliat exists in tin- South. It .says : 

".'Mill all llie while the ni-gi ues arc in- 
eicM.-iiij^ in niiiiiliers more liipiillv than

piescrv al ion naturally wcIiIm the uliites 
liij_'elhei , and what tiie\- hold to lie llio 
safely of society itself is with liieiii iic 
I cssarily the jiaraniounl piiblic issue.

Ihit nothing will be gained hy 
denying the existence of tlioi|uestion hy 
belittling it, or by outricli stntesiiian- 
sliip, which shuts its eyes."
